Salad dressings 



JjTJRTHER additions may be made 
tu any af these dressings. Mast 
usual navais Include parsley, mint, 
clilfes. gritted cheese, chutney, or 
chopped pickle, gherkins, clives, 
horseradish, capers, shallot, olirry 
powder, grated apple. Worcestershire 
sanre. Add these to taste. 

SALAli SAUCE 
Balf-piut smooth white sauce, 
medium thickness, 1 tablespoons 
vtneEsr or letnon Juice.

Mix t teaspoon mustard, t table- 
spoon sugar, pinch cayenne pepper, 
and 1 teaspoon salt Add 3 well- 
beates eggs, and stir Id slowly ) cup 
vinegar, -. cup water, and 1 table- 
spoon melted butter. Cook slowly 
over bulling water until mixture 
coats spoon.

SIMPLE UNCOOKED DRESSING 
Two hard-boiled egg-yolks, 1 tea- 
spoon dry mustard, .! tablespoons 
condensed ntllk. 3 tablespoons vine- 
gar. 1 teaspoon salt. Pound to- 
gether, adding vinegar very slowly. 

FRENCH DRESSING 

Slice a small onion or clove garUa 
and stand for 3D minutes with | 
cup vinegar or lemon Juice. Strain. 
Add to vinegar i teaspoon salt, shake 
of pepper, t teaspoon sugar. Add 
3-Srds cup salad oil and whisk well, 
or cover and shake rigorously. 

Ice-creams 

'THESE recipes arc for a home re- 
frigerator. One only of them 
uses cream. Essences, orange or 
lemon rind, chocolate, coffee, or 



caramfl can be added for flavoring- 
Quick freezing makes a smoother 
Ice-cream, but it Is nut always con- 
venient to set control at maximum. 
.With usual refrigerator temperature 
allow s to G hours in the Ice-trays 
for setting. 

A smoother Ice-cream Is obtained 
If the Ice-cream la Lurued out of the 
lce-trays 2 or 3 time* and whisked 

JTJNKET ICE-( RKAM 
Dissolve I rennet tablet in 1 table- 
spoon water. Add 2 cups warm 
milk, 1 tablespoon honey or sugar, 
and 2 egg-yolfci. Whim beginning 
to set. pour into refrigerator trays 
to freeze. Remove once and whisk 
and return to refrigerator. 

POWnPREtl MILK ICE-CREAM 

Whisk 4 tablespoons powdered 
milk Into 1 pint r.- milk. Add 
1 tablespoon sugar and - teaspoon 
gelatine dissolved lu 1 tablespoon 
boiling water. Whisk well, and 
pour Into refrigerator trays. Chill 
U hours, whisk well again, add 
flavnrlne, and return to refrigerator 
to freeae. 

ICED VANILLA CUKTAKD CREAM 

Blend 1 lablrs-ponn cornflour with 
I labtwsooan sugar and t cup milk 
and cook over boiling water, stirring 
frequently for 16 minutes, CooL 
beat In 3 egg-yolks, and cook a fur- 
ther n minutes without boiling. Fold 
in 2 stiffly beaten egg-whites and 
lew drop;-, vanilla, and freese in re- 
frigerator trays. 

RIMPIJg ICECREAM USING 
CREAM 

Whip 3 egg-whites until sluT and 
fold Into I pUit lightly whipped 
cream, 3 tablespoons icing sugar, 
and few drops of vanilla, Chill ID 
refrigerator trays. 

Summer drinks 

APPLE JUICE 

Place 4.1b. peeled and cored Juicy 
cooking apples In Jam with 3 pints 
water. Stand in pan and simmer 
until broken. Strain through Jelly 
bag; add 41b sugHr to every 1 pint 
liquid and boil 10 minutes. Pour 
Into bottles, cork and seal Dilute 
with plain or aerated water. 

LEMONADE 

Boll t pint lemon Juice and lib 
sugar until sugar dissolve*. Strain.

PINEAPPLE WATER 

Scrub pineapple before peeling, 
place rind and core in pan with 
ana. of sugar and water to cover. 
Simmer IS to 20 minutes Strain 
and chill. 

BARLEY WATER 

Wash 2os pearl barley and bring 
slowly to the boll with 1 pint water 
Bull 5 minutes, strain on* water, and 
add 3 pints cold water. Simmer 
gently for 2 hour*, add sugar and 
lemon Julee to taste Serve cold. 

MALTED MILK 

Add 1 heaped teaspoon of Ice- 
cream and 1 teaspoon mall, extract 
to a tumbler of cold milk Whisk 
wllh rotary heater until well mixed 
and frothy, and serve at once. 

no SET ORANGE PUNCH 

Boil I cup honey and grated rtnd 
of 1 orange with I cup water for 3 
minutes. Strain, and when cold 
add si rained Juice of t oranges and 
1 lemon. Sweeten further to taste, 
and dilute with plain or aerated 
water.
